FrELLOw Cirizens :—You have done well by your schools dur- 
ing the year, raising a sum sufficient to enable the school board 
to keep the schools running somewhat longer than in previous 
. years. It is not possible to estimate the results of the year’s 
work in the schools, but it is safe to say that your investment 
‘has paid well. Miss Page and Miss Haney, the teachers who 
have had charge of the schools most of the year, have both done 
good work. ‘The fermer showed special aptitude for interest- 
ing the little ones and keeping them constantly engaged in some 
profitable occupation. Under her instruction your children 
have made rapid progress. Miss Haney brought to her work 
the best normal training, as well as a good amount of experi- 
ence in teaching. She proved to be a faithful, thorough and 
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succeesful teacher. Most of her scholars made excellent prog- 
ress. If any did not it was their own fault. 

The school in the north part of the town has been left mostly 
to the care of the member or the board who resides in that  vi- 
cinity. The register shows a record of regular and punctual 
attendance that we wish our village schools could equal. The 


‘registers of the latte: are badly marred by the irregular atten- 


dance of some scholars. Not only the registers, but the schools 
are marred by this irregularity. Unless there is improvement 
in this respect, it would seem that, in justice to the rest of the 
scholars whose opportunities are injured by these irregular com- 
ers, something ought to be done to carry out the provisions of 
our excellent school law and secure more regular attendance. 
The interest shown by parents and friends in visiting the 
schools during the past year has been encouraging. Will those 
parents who have not done so allow us to remind them that it is 
one of their duties that ought not to be crowded out by other 


cares, to visit the schools, and to know what their children are 


about in the school-room. Do not confine your visits to exam- 
ination day, but sometimes happen in unexpectedly. 

We must refer to one source of annoyance that is doing great 
mischief to the schools, viz.: the noise and confusion produced 
by the occupancy of the hall overhead during the school hours. 
Some days the schools are rendered almost worse than useless 
by this nuisance. It may not be practicable to entirely remove 
the cause, but it must be possible to greatly mitigate it. Bet- 
ter stop such abominable racket, or stop the schools while it is 
going on. 

There has been an effort for several years past to classify the 
scholars more closely and bring about a more uniform plan of 
study. This effort has been as successful as in the nature of the 
case, could be expected. It has resulted in securing more of 
the teacher’s time for each class, and hence for each scholar. 
Our schools are are now perhaps as well classified as they can 
well be without adding another grade. By a little care on the 


\ 
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part of teachers and school board, it is to be hoped they can be 
kept in this condition. 

The outlook for our schools is encouraging. Few country 
towns are so situated that they can maintain good schools with 
so little outlay per scholar. Our town is to be congratulated on 
the liberal financial policy toward the schools that it has pur- 
sued for two or three years past. For the good name of the 
town and the interest of the rising generation, it is to be hoped 
that this policy will be continued.
